al(o the Communion of tbe Body and Blood of Chriſt. 
Pope Galatius Decreed, that all they ſhould be 
excommunicated which would receive the-Sacra- 
ment of the Lord; Supper but in one kind.

piſts, and the Council of Trent made a Decree 
contrary to the Do&rine of the Pope Gelaſius. 
S1 quis dixerit ex Dei precepts wel neceſſitate ſalutis 
omnes & ſingulos Chriſti fideles, utramque ſpeciem 
ſandctiſſimi Euchariftie Sacramenti ſumere debere, 
anathema fit, Ergo the Pope of Kome may err, 
and we may ſee 1t in their Decrees, wherein it

reth that they thought he might err in matters 
of Faith, or elſe that exception was put in vain. | 
All men are ſubject to error ; all men are hars 
in their own words, and finners1n their works, | 
therefore by. their own confeſfion, General 
Councils and Popes are not infallible ; there- 
fore when they ſay they cannot err, they both 
contradi&t themlelves and add to the Word of 
God, and think above that which is written. _ 
They boaſt alſo the Popes Supremacy ; they - 
ſay that the Pope hath preheminence or autho- 
TIty over all the other Biſhops ; but upon what | 
Sround, I know not. They ſay it 15 becauſe he 
1s Succeſſor to Peter, and becauſe Peter had ſuch 
a preheminence and authority over the 'reſt of

Gad; for as ſaith St Pau/, 1 Cor. 10. 4. That 
Rock was Chri#t, and other foundation no man can 
lay , but that which islaid already, namely, TFeſus 
Chriff., And in the ſecond Chapter to the E- 
pheſians, he laith, That the Church is builded upon 
the Foundation of the Prephets and zApoFtles, Chriſt 
Jeſus himſelf being the head-ſtone. in the cor- 
ner. Where then can they find that. Peter was 
made Prince of. the Apoſtles ?. and had prehes, 
minence or authority over them ?: they anſwer 
it 15 when Chriſt gave unto Peter the Keys of: 
binding and loſing ; but hereunto I ſay, that 
Chriſt therein gave no authority more to. Pcter, 
than to the reſt ; for he doth not ſay I gwe

By theſe words 
we may lee that Chriſt fpeaketh unto all the A- 
Poſtles, and not ta Peter only, and fo 1t 15 ev1i-- 
dent that Peter rece:zved 1:9 power Fore chan the 
reſt of the Apoſtles ; Pray, let them tell me, 
where was Peter's Supremacy, when Paul repro- 
ved him to his face? Gal. 2. 11. I withſtoed hins 
to his face, ſaith Paul, becauſe he was to be blamed 

. Where was Peter's Supremacy, when . at the 
Council held at Ferufalem where the Apoſtles 
were, yet not Peter, but Fames ruled the Ali-: 
on, and according to his Sentence was the De- 
cree made ? and when there was a contention 
amonglt the Apoſtles, whoſhould be the greateſt 
amongſt them, Chriſt told them plainly theſe 
words, Luk.22. The Kings of the Gentiles exer- 
ciſe Lordſhip over them, and they that exerciſe Au- 
thority upon them are called Benefattors ; but ye 
ſhall not be ſo, but he that is greateſ® among you, 
let him be. as the yeunger, and he that is chief as 
he that doth ſerve, It the greateit muſt be as 
the leaſt, what authority hath he aboye 60M

+26 fleſh and bones as yeſee me have. Andif the 
Fathers Diſputing againſt the Marcionites and 
_Eutichians, the former of which believed that 
Telus Chriſt had not a true body, bue only the 
appearance z and the latter, that the ſubſtance 
of his body was changed into the Godhead, 
afrer his Reſurretion : they made uſe of the 
{lame words of Jeſus Chriſt, Handle me ani 
ſee, for a Spinit hathno fleſh and bones as ye ſee 
me have. To provethe falfity of their belief, 
1 may, after their example, make uſe of my 
Senſes in the Sacrament of the Euchariſt, and 
and ſay, to let the Church of Rome know, that. 
what they believe to be the true Body and 
Blood of Feſws Chri/#, 1s truly Bread and Wine, 
Handle and ſee. ; 

They ſay bef1des that, the reaſon why Chriſt's 
Body was not ſeen 11 the Sacrament, 1t 1s be- 
Cauſe he is there miraculoully, and that there

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15 a Miracle 1n the Sacrament; whereunto L£ 
anſwer, that if the Bread be turned into the ve” 
ry Body of Chrif, by a Miracle, then ſhould it 
appear viſtbly ſo : for the nature of every Mi- 
racle 15 to be viltble to the outward eye and ſen- 
ſes, as when Chriſt turned Water into Wine : 
it was vitibly Wine ; when Meſess Rod was 
turned into a Serpent, it was viſibly a Serpent ; 


and ſo if the Bread be turned into the very

hold a Miracle therein.” But Auſtin anſwerecth

Sacraments may have honour as things Religuus, 
bat are not to be admired as Miracles, 

$:hly. It 1s alſo contrary to reaſon, firſt, be- 
cauſe 1t ſuppoſes the ſame body in ſeveral pla- 
ces at one time ; a body may be conſidered 
objeAtively at one time 1n ſeveral places, bur 
that it ſhould be phyſically or ſubſtantially in 
many places at one time altogether, as the 
Church of Rowe would have, whuch ſaith and 


| obligeth to believe, that the body of Jeſus 


Chriſt is ſubſtantially in Heaven, and Earth, 
and in every place, where the Prieſt pleaſeth 
to conſecrate, or pronounce theſe words,. This 
1s my body, this is my blood; and 1n every part of 
the conſecrated bread : fo that if you divide it , 


jato 2 thouſand parts, it is therg 11 - eyery parg” 
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wholly: it is that which is contrary to reaſon, 
becauſe according to reaſon, a body of | {1x foot 
in dimenſion, cannot occupy no more place, 
than the circumference of fix foot ; and though

Cannot at the ſame time. - - 

And theſe words of Peter, A&#.3.22., whom 
the Heaven muſt receive until the times of re- 
ſitution of all things prove my ſayings ev1- 
dently. Forif his Body be in Heaven, and 
that he hath a true Body ( as all men know he 
hath) how can it be that it ſhould be both in 
Heaven and in Earth, as touching his Body, at 
one time ? for though he have a glorihed Body, 
yet he retaincth the nature ana property of a 
true Body. ſtill; which can be but in one place 
at once; and fo faith Auſtin, Corpus Domini 
quo reſurrexit, uno tantum loco eſſe poteſt : That 15 
The Body of the Loyd wherein he roſe again, can 
he but in one place only. ED | 

Secondly, Tt 1s ' againſt Reaſon, becauſe it 
maketh Accidents exiſt without any Subject ;

theſe things being ſo united, that the one cannot be 
without the other, but that they muſt exiſt together, 
And the Church of Rome teacheth the con- 
trary, for in their myſtery of Tranſubſtantia- 
tion, they put.the Accidents without any Sub- 
jet ; they -put colour and quantity without 
matter, {mell and taſt without ſubſtance; hard- 
neſs and humidity without their being any thing 
that 1s hard and moiſt, which I may very well 
ſay or affirm 1s contrary to reaſon. 
 Ninthly, Likewiſe it 1s contrary to the holy 
Fathers; they ſay that the Euchariſt Conſecra- 
ted 15 Bread, ſuch as we eat, and which ſatisfieth 
the Belly. , 

Theodoret {aith, Neque enim figna myſtica poſF

And Pope Galaſius ſaith, That the Conſe-

we ſay the Letters which are brought, wherein 
15 contained the. pardon, which the King gt- 
veth to a Criminal, are the Kings Pardon. © 
Baronius (aith, that Theodore Bifhop of Rome, 
for the Condemnation of Pyrus, and the Coun- 
cil held at Conſtantinople for the Condemna- 
tion of Photius, took the Conlecrated Cup, 
and poured Ink into it, and having dipped their 
Pens into theſe two mixt Liquors, they ſub- 
{crnbed the Depoſitions of theſe Men. If they 
| had beheved that the Conſecrated Wine was 
the Blood of Jeſus Chriſt, as now the Church 
of Rome beheveth, is it credible that they 
would have mixt Ink with it, and dipped their 
Pens with it 2 ne, it 1s not to be beheved, for 


the Church of Rome would not do ſo now, but 


would believe they ſhould commit an horrible 
Sacriledg. 

- That which confirms all that T am about to 
alledge from the Fathers againſt the pretended 
myſtery of 'Tranſubſtantiation, 1s, has when 
they Diſputed againſt Idolaters, they. confuted 
them with theſe words ; Why do ys adore what 
yeur hands have made, and which hath neither 
Speech, wer motion, and which is ſubjec, 10 fire, 

and 
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and to corruption, and ts be ſtollen away by Thieves? 
If at that time, they had beheved that Jeſs 
Chriſt had been under the Accidents of Bread 
and Wine, and if the Fathers had taught that 
Doctrine, it 15 molt certain the Idolaters would 
have retorted their Argument, and have ſaid, 
that the God which they adored in the bread 
was a work of their own hands, which hath 
neither ſpeech, nor motion, but was ſubje& to 
corruption, to fire, and to'be ſtolen away; but 
we do not find they made ſuch an Anſwer, 
Therefore it 1s a ſign that this Do&rine was 
not-taught by the Fathers but was contrary to 
them. Moreover, if they had believed Tran- 
ſubſtantiation, that is to ſay, the changing of 
the Bread and Wine into the true Body and 
Blood of Jeſus Chriſt, they would not have 
failed to 1aſtrudt us that a body 1s under a point 
that it hath Accidents without any Subjedt; 
that it 1s afcer the manner of a Spirit; they 
would havettaught us what nouriſhes. our bodies 
in the receiving of the Sacrament and from 
whence come the worms which are ingendred 
in the bread; they would have told us what 
kind of action 1e 15 which maketh Chriſt :exift 
_under the (ſpecies of bread and wine ; whether 
it wasa Reproduction, or Adduction, ur Ubif- 
cation ? I ſay they would” have taught us all 
theſe things, fince the Church of Rome givech 
now a particylar Inſtruction in it; now ſoqen 
they

they were as wiſe and learned, as the preſent 


Doctors of the Church of Rome now, and 


fince they ſaid nothing of it, 1t 1s a mark that 
this Doctrine was contrary to their Opinion. 
And when they diſputed againſt the Mar- 
cionites and Eutichians the former of which 
believed that Jeſus Chriſt had not a true body, 
but only an appearance; and the latter that the 
ſubſtance of his body was changed into the 
Godhead after his Reſurre&1on ; they alledged 
theſe words of our Lord, Luk. 24.39. Handle 
2me and ſee, for a Spirit hath no fleſh and bones as ye 
fee me have. If they had believed that in the 


Lords Sopper the Accidents had continued , 


without the ſubſtance of bread and wine (C as 
the preſent Church of Rome believes ) the 
Marcionites would got have failed to alledge 
this example to prove that the ſenſes perceived 
in Jeſus Chriſt an appearance of a body with- 
out reallity, as they did ſee 1n the Lords Supper 
an appearance of bread and wine when they 
werenot really there, But ſo it 1s that they 
did never alledge ſuch an Example ; therefore 
I may truly ſay that this was not the belief of 
thoſe times, and that it was contrary to the 
opinion of the antient Fathers. 

And to ſhew you the right Father of Tran- 
ſubſtantiation, 1t was one of the Dreams of 
Imnocentius the third, in the year of our Lord 
1215. So many years paſled before Troges 

| an- 
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ſtantiatio 1 was named, and then a Pope ſet it 
hrſt on foot; ſo it came out of Rome, and for 
want of Scriptures hath been defended with 
Fire and Sword. 

You (ſee then that the Do&rine of Tranſub- 
ſtanti ation 15 contrary to the' Holy Scriptures ; 
and fince notwithſtanding the Roman Church 
doth beheve nt, it 1s evident they add to the 
Word of God, and think above that which is 
written, and therefore they are Hcretick. 

The Romen Church doth not only think a- 
bove that which 1s written, and add to the 
Word of God ; bur allo d:miniſheth from it, as 
{ will ſhzw you evidently. - 

Firſt, The Apoſtle of the Gentiles will not 
only have us to ſpeak in the Church with a 
known tongue 3} bur alſo he ſheweth the con- 
tuſton of them which fpeak- in an unknown. 
Except Pipe or Harp ſaith he, give diſtinition 1m 
the ſound, how ſhall it be known what is Piped or 
Harped 5 if the Trumpet giveth an mwncertaint 
found, who ſhall prepare himſelf to the Battle ? So 
likewiſe you, except ye utter by the tongue words 
enſie tobe underſtood, how (hall it be known what 
zs ſpoken? for ye ſha!l ſpeak into the air. I thank 
my God, {arith he, I [peak with tenrues more than 
you ail, yet ww the Church I had rather ſpeak five 
words with mM; under(t a1; ne, that by my Voice [ 
might teach others alſo, than twin thimland words 
in 61 19k1W;3 fans ue. And the Roman Church 
miſt

mulk not ſay St.Pas! thereby { peaketh concern- 
ing Sermons, and conſequently doth not ſpeak 


againſt her, becaufe ſhe preacheth in known 


tongue, for St. Paul ſpeaketh concerning Pray- 
ers Pſalms, and Thanksgivings. werſ; 14, 15, 
17, JI pray, ſaith he, m an unknowen tongue, 
my ſpirit prayeth, but my underſtanding is unfruit- 


ful. What is it then? I will pray with the ſpirit, 


and I will pray with the uyderſtanding alſo; Iwilt 
ſim with the Spirit, and I will ſing with the under- 


ſtanding alſo; elſe when thou ſhalt bleſs with the 


Sprrzt,how ſhal be that occupieth the room of the un- 


tearned {ay Amen at thy giving of thanks, ſeeing he 


underſtandeth not hat thou [aye##? And notwith- 
ſtanding this ordinance of Paul, and the confu- 


fon of them which go againſt 1t, as 1t 15 declar- 


ed by the compariſons of the Pipe, Harp, and 
Trumpet, the Roman - Church prayeth, fing- 
eth,and giveth thanksin an unknowen tongue: 
and though in- the Primitive Church the Ble\- 
t1ngs of other common Prayers are performed 


in the vulgar tongue, Gretzer. def. cap. 16 hb.2. 


oa lingua auditoribns non ignota 01114 perageban- 
tur-, & con[uetudo ita ferebat ut” tota Eccleſia fl- 
Hl pſalleret, all: things were diſpatcht in a lan- 
guaze not unknown to the People, and the cu5tow, 
2was that the whole Church did fing together. And

Nevertheleſs, when the Biſhops of Rowe had 
mounted themfelves. to an eminent degree of 
graftdeur m the world, then nothing would 
ſerve their turnes, but they muſt be giving 
Laws, andpreſcribing Rules, though never ſo 
mregular and unreaſonable; and as Conque- 
rors uſually bring 1n, and oftentimes 1mpoſe 
their owrr language, on thoſe they have ſubdu- 
ed, and intied for their Slaves ; ſo the Popes 
made 1t their bofineſs to plant ther Roman 
Rites, Ceremonies and Language in what o- 
ther Churches they could, that the ſame mighe 
afterwards ſerve as an argument of their Jurtſ- 
dition, and the others dependence. 

It 1s then manifeſt the Roman Church dimi- 
niſheth from: the Word: of God, and thinketh a- 
bove that which 1s written. 

Secondly, St. Paul writes to the Coloſſians, 
C01.2.

wruing to Timothy, he ſaith, forbidding to marry, 
and commanding to abſtain from meats, is a Do- 
errine of Devils; if thuu putteſt brethren in re- 
membrance of thoſe things, thou ſhalt be a good 
Miniſter of Feſus Chriſt nouriſhed up in the words 
of faith, and of good Do&rine, whereunto theu hat

Teſus Chriſt commandeth ; and the Church of 
Rome forbiddeth them to the common People, 
ſaying ; it 1s perilous , it cauſeth ſchiſms, Seas, 
and Herehes, as 16ſhe were wiſer than Chriſt, 
St Toby and St. Pal, '  —_ | 

- Thirdly, We read 1n St. Matthew , Mat. 26 
2.7. Chriſt took the Cup and gave it to them, [ay- 
ing, drmk ye all of ut; and the R:»man Church 
will have no body to drink of che Cup but the 
Prieſts; thinking Teſus Chriſt ſpake to the 
Prieſts only, when he ſaid, drink ye all of ie. But 
St. Paul writing to the Corinthiays amonght; 
whom were more Laicks than Prieſts, ſheweth 


Cup. And though in the general Council of 
Conſtance , the Roman Church doth confeſs this 
holy Sacrament was received 1n the-primitwe 
Church with the Bread and the Cup ; yet in 
the general Council of Trent ſhe {peaketh thus: 
If any man faith , that the Catholick Church had 
20 Juſt reaſons to give theCommunion to the Laicks, 
and Clerks who do not ſay Maſs , under the Acci= 
dents of Bread only , and that ſhe erred in that, let

them, are (ſlay they) many Inconveniencies and 
feveral Abſurdities. - But beſides, there 15 no 
1nconvemiency ; though there ſhould be any , 1t 
ought nat to bs aboye the Commandment of

Chriſt and Paul. Chriſ?, the primitive Church, 
and the Apoſtles , were very wiſe and prudent; 
and ſeeing they have commanded and: given 
the Sacrament with the Cup,the Roman Church 
ought to follow their example, and obey them. 
If there were any Inconvemiency , ITeſus Chriſt 
who is very wiſe, and the Apoſtles, ſhould have 
remedied it ; therefore ſince they have not for- 
bidden the Cup , the Reman Church muſt not 
forbid 1t. And as well and by as good Authort- 


ty may they take the Bread from the People 


likewiſe ; and Pope Gelaftus d1d decree that all 
ſhould be Excommunicated , which would 
receive but in one kind ; therefore, as you may 
Tead 1n the beginning of this Treatiſe,fince that 
Church is Heretick, which addeth to the Word 
of God, or dimintſheth from it, or thinketh a- 
bove that which 15s written; the Church of Ro- 
7 taking away the Cup from the common 
people , and from the Clerks which are not 
Prieſt , it 1s clear that ſhe diminiſheth from the 
Holy Scripture, ſince we are commanded to 
drink of theCup; for, as 1t 1s {aid here above, 
Chriſt ſaith, Drink ye all f it ; and St. Pax 
ſpeaking indifferently unto all , ſays thus ; Let 24 
2am examine himſelf, and fo let him eat of that 
Bread , and drink of that Cup ; and conſequently 
it 15 manife(t , that ſhe 15 Heretick. 
They ſay tyue the Church of God here upon 
Earth 15 vials to the outward eye, and was fo 
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proved Heretick. 47 


2lways; and fo they tell us, that our Church is

To which Ianſwer , That though the true. 
Church of God here Militant upon Earth we- 
re always, yet ſhe was not always viſible to the 
outward eye ; pray let them te}l me, where the 


Church was viſible, when being gathered at 


Teruſalem,there arofe a great Perſecution again{t 
her , in ſo much as they were all ſcatter'd : for 
as 1t 15 ſaid 1n the 4#s 8.1.At that time there was 


perſecution againſt the Church that was at Teruſa- 


lem , and they were all ſcattered abroad throughout 
the regions of fudea and Samaria, Where was 


the Church of God vifible when Teſus Chriſt 


vas ſmitten, and all the ret were ſcattered 


and hid, as it 15 written 1n Mark? Where was 
tne Church viſible in the time of Elias the Pro- 


phet , when he complained that he was lete. 


alone ? O Lord, ſaid he, they have forſaken thy 
Covenant , they have deſtroyed thine Altars , an# 
ſlain they Prophets with the ſword, and 1 am left 
alone. By theſe words, '] 2m left atone , every booy 
may ſee that Elias knew not where wasthe true 


Church of God ; though as it 15 manifeſt by the : 


Anſwer which God gave him , there were , be- 
Hdes him , ſeven thouſand true workers of

knee to Baal.. The true Church of God ther 
may be though ſhe 15 not viſible to the outward 
eye. So was the. primitive Church, in the time 
of the H2athen Emperors ; ſo ſhe was in the 
days of Queen Mary here in England ; fo ſhe 
was in the other:'ſimes , when ſhe was perſe- 
cured by the Romiſh Popes; and ſo ſhe was 
before the days of Calwin , Luther , and all the 
other Reformators ; ſhe had her ſecret Me- 
tings and Aſſemblies , though unknown to her 
perſecutors ; | there were 1n thoſe days many 
true worſhippers of God , which were not par- 
takers of. the Errors and. Corruptions of the 
Church of Rome and who had their ſecretMcet- 
ings amongſt themſelves, though they were 
unknown , though they were not viſible to the 
Papiſt. And therefore they do not conclude 
well, when they hold ſtifly that the Church of 
England , 1s not the true Church of God , be- 
cauſes before the days of Calvin , Luther, and 
other Reformators; ſhe was not viſibleto their 
eyes;ſeeing I have proved clearly that a Church 
may be a true Church of God, though not vt 
{ble to the outward eye. - 

They hold, beſxdes, their unwritten Tradi- 


tionsto be received with equal and like Autho- 


rity , as thz hoty Scripture ; and conſequently, 
they hold the ſacred Scripture to be 1mperfet,
